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ACT PROVIDING FOR LEGISLATIVE INVESTIGATING 

COMMITTEE. 



AN ACT to provide a committee to visit, examine and report respecting 
State institutions and offices, repealing all laws in conflict therewith, 
and declaring an emergency. 

(S. 203. Approved March 1, 1901.) 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of Indiana, That the Governor of the State shall, 
within ten days after each general November election, ap- 
point a committee to be composed of three members-elect of 
the General Assembly. Not more than two members of 
said committee shall be selected from any one political 
party, one member of which committee shall be from the 
Senate and two from the House. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of this committee to visit 
and fully investigate the penal, benevolent, reformatory, 
educational and all other State institutions, boards, societies 
and commissions and offices, to which any appropriation has 
been made by the Legislature at its last preceding session, 
before the convening of the General Assembly next succeed- 
ing such general election, and prepare and submit to the 
said Legislature a report of such investigation, with the 
amount of appropriation which such committee deems abso- 
lutely necessary to meet the wants of each of said insti- 
tutions and offices, with such other recommendations as the 
committee deems wise. Such investigations shall occupy a 
period of not exceeding forty-five days. Such committee 
shall be composed of men of known probity and business 
ability. No person shall be eligible to membership on said 
committee who shall be interested financially, directly or 
indirectly, in any of such proposed appropriations. The 
pay of such committee shall be three dollars per diem each 
and all traveling and hotel expenses. They shall have 
authority to employ a clerk, and shall with their report file 
such tables and other information respecting said institu- 
tions and offices as they shall deem proper. The Auditor of 



State is hereby authorized and directed to draw his war- 
rant upon the Treasurer of State for the per diem and 
expenses of said committee and the compensation of such 
clerk upon vouchers duly presented and approved by the 
chairman of such committee, and the Treasurer of State 
shall pay such warrants when presented out of any moneys 
in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. The above 
provision for the payment of per diem, expenses and clerk 
hire shall apply to the committee of this General Assembly 
heretofore appointed by Governor James A. Mount, under 
the acts referred to in the next succeeding section, and the 
Auditor of State shall draw his warrant, and the Treasurer 
of State shall pay the same for such per diem and expenses. 

Sec. 3. That an act entitled * ' An act to provide a com- 
mittee to visit penal, benevolent and educational institu- 
tions for the purpose of recommending appropriations to 
the General Assembly, approved February 5, 1897, ' ' and an 
act entitled i ' An act to amend an act to provide a committee 
to visit penal, benevolent and educational institutions for 
the purpose of recommending appropriations to the Gen- 
eral Assembly, approved February 5, 1897,' ' approved 
January 16, 1899, be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 4. Whereas an emergency exists for the immedi- 
ate taking effect of this act, the same shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its passage. 



PREFATORY NOTE. 



To the Honorable Samuel M. Ralston, Governor, and the 
Members of the Sixty-ninth General Assembly of the 
State of Indiana: 

The undersigned, Legislative Visiting Committee, duly 
appointed by Samuel M. Ealston, Governor of the State of 
Indiana, as provided by law, and composed of Charles H. 
Bedwell, Charles A. McGonagle and William A. Yarling, 
respectfully submits for consideration by your honorable 
body the following report. 

After their appointment the members of said committee 
met and perfected its organization by selecting William 
A. Yarling, Senator, of Shelbyville, chairman ; Charles 
H. Bedwell, Representative, of Sullivan, secretary; and 
Charles A. McGonagle, Representative, of Muncie, treas- 
urer. 

For the aid of the committee, and in order that its work 
might be systematically and expeditiously done, the Gov- 
ernor, previous to visits by the committee, had mailed to 
the heads of the several institutions, departments, boards 
and commissions, certain instructions for the compilation 
of their reports to the committee. The following is a copy 
of the letter sent to the institutions : 

THE STATE CHARITABLE AND CORRECTIONAL INSTITUTIONS. 

Instructions for Compilation of Reports to Legislative Visiting Committee. 

I. Exact location, postofflce, railroad, and interurban stations, and 
purpose of the Institution, with age limits (if any) of inmates. 

Names of members of the board of trustees, with postofflce address 
and date of expiration of term of each, also the organization 
of the board and the name and date of first appointment of the 
superintendent.

VIII. A statement of farm and garden products, showing: 

a. Quality raised. 

b. Estimated Value. 

c. Estimated value of products used during year.

IX. A detailed description of permanent improvements Installed during 
1913 and 1914. 

X. A statement of the method of handling the funds of the institution.

d. Number pages of report at the bottom. Use white paper of the 

quality of Burford's No. 310, 8$xl3. If permanent improve- 
ments are contemplated, submit preliminary sketches with esti- 
mates of cost. 

e. Make five copies of the report and forward to the Governor at Indi- 

anapolis as soon as possible after November 8, and not later 
than November 14, 1914. 
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The committee is glad to be able at this early day of 
the session to place before the Legislature its recommenda- 
tions and findings, thereby enabling each member of the 
General Assembly to inform himself as to the contents of 
our report, and the appropriation measures submitted, in 
accordance therewith. 

It is of the utmost importance, we believe, that the 
appropriation measures be considered and passed in the 
early, rather than in the latter part of the session, when 
other important measures will no doubt require the thought 
and attention of members. 

The committee is glad to report that, with the excep- 
tion of the State Farm, every State institution has been 
visited and investigated, and hereto we append statements 
of amounts of appropriations the committee deems abso- 
lutely necessary to meet the wants of each of the institu- 
tions and offices, together with such other recommendations 
as in the opinion of the committee were deemed wise. 

We recommend that the appropriations be provided for 
in two separate bills, one taking care of the regular or 
annual appropriations for the several institutions, depart- 
ments, boards and commissions, and the second providing 
for the specific appropriations. 

We respectfully submit measures in accordance with 
recommendations herein made.

This institution was founded by an act of the Legis- 
lature approved January 20, 1820, establishing ' ' The State 
Seminary" at Bloomington, and appropriating to its use 
certain lands granted by Congress to the State for that 
purpose. Its doors were opened for the reception of stu- 
dents in 1824. By an act of January 24, 1828, its name 
was changed to that of the ' ' Indiana College ' * ; and by an 
act of February 15, 1838, to ' ' The Indiana University. 9 9 

The first graduating exercises were held in 1830. The 
institution was made co-educational in 1867. The School 
of Law was established in 1842, the School of Medicine in 
1903, The Graduate School in 1904, and the School of 
Education in 1907. 

The University has the following regular sources of 
revenue from the State for its maintenance : 

1. Interest on College Fund. — This fund is made up 
from proceds from the sale of lands donated by the govern- 
ment, and up to a few years ago was carried in a separate 
fund from the endowment fund. There is still remaining 
in this college fund $1,057.55, which will be collected as 
the same becomes due and placed in the endowment fund. 

2. Interest on Endowment Fund.— This fund was 
created by an act of the Legislature passed in 1883, levy- 
ing a tax of one-half cent on each $100 of taxable property 
in the State, continuing through a period of thirteen years. 
To the amount which accrued from such levy, the principal 
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which is now collected from the college fund mentioned 
above is added and carried in one fund in the auditor's 
office. Thus the college fund is being decreased by the 
same amount as the endowment fund is being increased. 

3. Interest on University Bonds. — Under the pro- 
visions of the act of 1883, referred to in the preceding 
paragraph, the State was allowed to pay a portion of the 
state debt from this fund, and bonds were issued to the 
University in an amount equal to that of the fund so 
applied. The total amount of these bonds is $144,000, and 
the interest thereon at 5 per cent, constitutes this source 
of revenue. 

4. The Educational Tax. — By an act of the General 
Assembly of 1895, a special tax of one-sixth of a mill on 
every dollar of taxable property in the State was levied 
for the use of Indiana University, Purdue University and 
the State Normal School. Indiana University received one- 
fifteenth of a mill tax, or two-fifths of the total proceeds. 
The General Assembly of 1903 amended this act, increas- 
ing the levy to two and three-fourths cents on every one 
hundred dollars of taxable property of the State, and 
giving to Indiana University four-elevenths of the total 
proceeds. By an act of the General Assembly of 1913, a 
special tax of seven cents on every hundred dollars of 
taxable property in the State was levied for the use and 
benefit of Indiana University, Purdue University and the 
State Normal School. Of this amount, Indiana University 
is to receive two-fifths, Purdue two-fifths and the State 
Normal one-fifth. The income of Indiana University from 
direct taxation is, therefore, two and four-fifths cents on 
every hundred dollars of taxable property in the State.

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Maintenance — 

In regard to maintenance, the President of the University makes the 
following statement : 

"We desire to call attention to the fact that we are now maintaining 
the Graduate School, the Extension work of the University, the Medical 
School and the Robert W. Long Hospital at Indianapolis, out of the general 
maintenance fund of the University, instead of from special appropriations 
as before. It is for the State to say whether such special forms of work in 
the service of the State shall be paid for out of the educational tax or by 
special appropriations. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The committee believes that the income derived from the 
educational tax levy is sufficient to meet the needs of the 
University, and recommends no specific appropriation.

Purdue University originated in the act of Congress 
known as the Morrill Act, approved July 2, 1862, the pro- 
visions of which were accepted by the State of Indiana by 
an act approved March 6, 1865. These fundamental acts 
have since been supplemented by numerous other acts of 
Congress and of the Legislature of Indiana. 

The institution includes three co-ordinated divisions as 
follows : 

A. Departments of Instruction, Including the following schools- - 

School of Agriculture. 
School of Applied Science. 
School of Mechanical Engineering. 
School of Civil Engineering. 
School of Electrical Engineering. 
School of Chemical Engineering. 
School of Pharmacy. 
General departments of instruction in connection with the above. 

B. The Agricultural Experiment Station, organized under the act of Con- 

gress, approved in 1887, "to promote scientific investigation and 
experiments .respecting the principles and applications of agri- 
cultural science," supplemented by later acts of Congress and of 
the State Legislature. The Experiment Station is a scientific 
bureau not concerned with teaching students, with an independent 
staff of scientific workers and separate funds, and an extensive 
plant of offices and laboratories. Its functions are closely related 
to the School of Agriculture and its work is of great interest and 
value to both students and instructors in this school. 

C. The Department of Agricultural Extension, organized under the Act of 

Legislature of 11)11, has for its function the extension of knowledge, 
carrying the work of the Experiment Station and the School of 
Agriculture to persons not in attendance at the University. Its 
activities are manifold and various, reaching hundreds of thousands 
of farmers and others seeking elementary knowledge of agricultural 
practice and rural betterment.

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SECTION II. 

Sources of Revenue. 

A. For the Departments of Instruction — 

1. Federal appropriations, under the first and second 

Morrill acts of the United States Congress, an- 
nually $50,000 00 

2. Proceeds of the land grant under the act of July 2, 

1862, appropriating public lands to each State and 
Territory in proportion to the representation in 
Congress. This in the case -of Indiana amounted 
to $340,000, which the State has accepted in trust 
and upon which it is bound under the act above re 
f erred to, to pay 5% annually, namely 17,000 00 

3. Educational tax provided for in the act of Legisla- 

ture approved March 10, 1913. The total proceeQ^ 
of this tax are unknown since at this date a por- 
tion of that collected in the years 1914-15 is avail- 
able. It is estimated that this tax will produce 
about 550,000 00 

4. Miscellaneous funds received at the University, 

chiefly from the payment of student fees and in- 
cluding the proceeds of sales from the agricultural 
department. This for the year ending June 30, 
1914, was as follows : 

From student fees . . . . . $83,747 28 

From other sources 14,979 87

In addition to the above, there have been in the 
past from time to time specific appropriations from 
Legislature for specific purposes. 

B. For the Agricultural Experiment Station — 

3. From Federal sources : The proceeds of the so-called 

Adams and Hatch acts of Congress, per annum $30,000 00 

2. Fees collected by the State Chemist under the act of 
Legislature, approved March 11, 1901, providing for 
the inspection and analysis of all commercial fertil- 
izers sold In the State, annually about 100,000 00 

3. Fees collected by the State Chemist in accordance 
with the act of Legislature, approved March 9, 
1907, providing for inspection and analysis or all 
commercial feeding stuffs produced and offered 

for sale in the State, amounting to about 40,000 00 

4. Annual appropriations by the State of Indiana In 
accordance with the act of Legislature approved 
March 8, 1909, appropriating $75,000 annually for 
the use of the Agricultural Experiment Station. 
This appropriation, by ruling of the State Board of 
Finance, suspended by the educational tax law 
above referred to and now payable from funds ap- 
propriated for educational purposes. 
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5. Creamery License: Under act approved March 15, 

1913, an annual appropriation of $1,000 and addi- 
tional fees to be collected by the Experiment Sta- 
tion for the testing of glassware and the Issuing of 
licenses. 

6. Stallion Enrollment Fund : In accordance with the 

act of Legislature approved February 24, 1913. 
No appropriation, but fees collected for registration 
and inspection in accordance with the law above 
quoted. 

7. For the testing of hog cholera serum produced by 

commercial firms and for the Inspection and con- 
trol of the disease of hog cholera, annual appropria- 
tion of (15,000 as approved March 7, 1913, but un- 
der the ruling of the State Board of Finance this * 
appropriation is now paid from the educational 
tax levied for the support of the educational de- 
partments above mentioned. 

C Department of Agricultural Extension — 

1. In accordance with an act of the Legislature ap- 

proved February 27, 1911, annual appropriation of 
130,000 was made for this department. Under 
the ruling of the State Board of Finance, this ap- 
propriation was suspended under the law providing 
for educational tax above mentioned. 

2. Federal appropriations : Under the so-called Smith- 

Lever act of Congress approved July, 1914, annual 
appropriation was made to the State of Indiana 

which for the current year will amount to $10,000 00 

This sum is to be increased in the future in pro- . 
portion to the amount appropriated by the State 
for similar purposes. 

3. Under act of Legislature approved February 22, 

1913, providing for vocational education, Purdue 
University is responsible for the appointment of 
county agents, one-half of whose salary is paid by 
the State upon vouchers submitted by Purdue 
University. This sum is in no sense an appropria- 
tion to the University and is not expended by the 
University, except it receives and transmits the 
money to the proper persons designated to receive 
the same as an annual salary, and working in the 
respective counties. 

4. An association of commercial creameries and others 

interested in the development of this industry have 
contributed a sum of money to be expended by the 
Extension Department in promoting milk produc- 
tion. This enterprise is to cover two or three years' 
time, toward which the aggregate contributions 
have been about $13,000. This budget is listed in 
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the financial statement under the head of Dairy 
Extension. It is special, temporary and not con- 
tinuing. 
5. The Extension Contingent Fund, consisting of mis- 
cellaneous receipts from the occasional sale of some 
material or incidental receipts, is a small sum 
which is kept and disbursed separately. The total 
receipts under this head are something like $2,000 
a year.

The committee regrets that differences have arisen 
between the State authorities and the representatives of 
Purdue University relative to funds derived under the 
acts approved March 8, J909, and February 27, 1911, for 
the benefit of the Experiment Station anci the Agricultural 
Extension department of Purdue University, it being the 
contention of the State authorities that the funds derived 
by the increased tax levy under the Act of 1913 is the 
amount Purdue should receive, the acts of 1909 and 1911 
being by implication repealed by the Act of 1913. 

The committee does not consider it in keeping with its 
duties to express an opinion relative to the merits of the 
contention of the parties, but we do feel that considering the 
generous treatment Purdue and the other State educational 
institutions received at the hands of the 1913 General As- 
sembly, she should not at this time ask for more funds than 
are in the Act of 19.13 provided.

The act of the General Assembly which created the State 
Normal School was approved December 20, 1865. This act 
defined the object of the school to be "the preparation of 
teachers for teaching in the common schools of Indiana,' ' 
provided for the appointment of a board of trustees, the 
location of the institution, the organization of a training 
school and the adoption of courses of study, and created 
the Normal School fund for the maintenance of the institu- 
tion. The act further required the trustees to locate the 
school at the town or city of the State that should obligate 
itself to give the largest amount in cash or buildings and 
grounds to secure the school. 

Terre Haute was the only city to offer any inducements 
to secure the institution. A tract of land 300 feet square 
near the center of the city, valued at that time at $25,000, 
and $50,000 in cash were offered, and the city agreed to 
maintain forever one-half the necessary expense of keeping 
the buildings and grounds in repair. This liberal offer was 
accepted and the construction of the building was begun. 
Aided by subsequent appropriations, the trustees were able 
to complete certain portions of the building and the school 
was opened January 6, 1870. The professional training of 
teachers was an experiment in Indiana, and the institution 
began its work without the confidence and united support of 
the people of the State. 

Twenty-three students were present on the opening day, 
and this number increased to forty by the end of the term. 
The attendance has grown steadily since the opening of the 
school, and during the year ending September 30, 1912, 
2,866 different students were enrolled. 
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In 1887 the school has become so large that it was neces- 
sary for the high school of Terre Haute, which had occupied 
a portion of the building since its completion, to find new 
quarters, thus leaving the entire building of three stories to 
be occupied by the Normal School alone. 

On the forenoon of April 9, 1888, the building, and its 
contents were almost totally destroyed by fire. Only the 
foundations were lift unimpaired; the library, furniture, 
apparatus and everything in the building — the accumula- 
tion of eighteen years — were consumed. Terre Haute pro- 
vided temporary quarters for the school, and, under the 
contract to maintain one-half of the expense of repairs to 
the buildings and grounds, promptly gave $50,000 in cash 
with which to begin the work of rebuilding. The next Gen- 
eral Assembly appropriated $100,000 for the completion of 
the building, the purchase of a new library, etc. With these 
sums the school constructed a commodious and beautiful 
building, and purchased an equipment for every department 
much superior to that possessed before the fire. 

The Legislature of 1893 appropriated $40,000 for the 
construction of a new building to be used for gymnasiums, 
library and laboratories. The General Assembly of 1895 
appropriated $20,000, and the General Assembly of two 
years later $10,000 with which to complete this building. 

In 1905 the General Assembly made a special appropria- 
tion of $50,000 for purchasing a site for and erecting a new 
Model or Training School building. A tract of land adjoin- 
ing the premises was bought for $15,000. On this ground 
has been erected a new four-story building for the use of 
the Model or Training School and the department of Man- 
ual Training. The buildings and grounds cost $85,812.16. 
The sum of $33,812.16 for this Training School building and 
grounds in excess of the $50,000 granted by the Legislature 
was paid out of the increased funds produced by the tax. 

The General Assembly of 1907 appropriated $99,970 for 
the construction of a new fire-proof library building for the 
State Normal School. This building cost considerably more 
than the amount appropriated, but the excess in cost was 
provided out of the general funds of the institution. With 



\ 
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the new library the institution has four large well-appointed 
buildings. 

The State Normal School, like the other two State edu- 
cational institutions of higher learning, is supported by a 
tax levied and collected as other taxes of the State. A 
tax of seven cents on each one hundred dollars of taxable 
property in the State is levied, collected, paid into the 
treasury of the State, and semi-annually distributed among 
the three State educational institutions. The State Normal 
School receives one-fifth of the total proceeds of this tax, 
and each of the other educational institutions receive two- 
fifths of the proceeds. 

The city of Terre Haute pays to this institution one- 
half the cost of repairs to buildings and grounds, and one- 
twelfth of the current expenses of the training school. 

The school also has a Library Fund which is derived 
from the library fee of $2 from each student.

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MODIFICATION OF STATUTE IN REGARD TO BUILDING FUND, 
FOR INDIANA UNIVERSITY, PURDUE UNIVERSITY, AND 

STATE NORMAL SCHOOL. 

By Section 5, page 507 of the Acts of 1913, levying an 
annual state tax for the Educational and other institutional 
funds, it is provided that "In case there should be any 
unexpended balance at the end of any fiscal year, of the 
funds provided for by this act, apportioned any one of 
said educational institutions, the same shall not revert to 
the General Fund, but shall remain and belong to said 
institution to which it was apportioned, to be expended 
in the future only for the physical improvement of such 
institution and no educational institution herein named 
shall construct any new building or buildings from said 
fund, without first receiving the approval of the State 
Board of Finance." This provision of the law leaves 
the state educational institutions without support for the 
months of October, November and December of each year, 
since the proceeds of the November installment of the tax 
are not available before January 1st following. We recom- 
mend that some modification of this act be made in order 
that said institutions may not be embarrassed for want of 
funds between the dates of the expiration of the fiscal year 
and the time when the November tax becomes available, on 
January 1st.

At present, the age limits as fixed by the Board of Trustees, 
are 7 to 21, for admission. Continuance in school (five to 
twelve years) depends upon progress and conduct of the 
pupil. The General Assembly of 1913 passed an act con- 
cerning the school attendance of children, wherein it was 
provided that children too deaf to be properly educated in 
the public schools should attend this school, or some similar 
one, between the ages of 7 and 18, and providing penalties, 
etc. 

The present site, containing 76.93 acres, is located at 
Forty-second Street and the Monon Railroad, in Indian- 
apolis, and was purchased at $400 per acre.

This institution was the first hospital for insane in the 
State of Indiana. 

The first step toward institution care of the insane of 
Indiana was a memorial to the Legislature of 1832. A 
favorable report was made, but nothing further was done 
until 1844, when Governor Bigger pressed the matter in 
his message and Dr. W. S. Cornett of the Senate moved an 
amendment to the revenue bill "that one cent on the hun- 
dred dollars be levied as a fund with which to erect a lunatic 
asylum," which was adopted. This levy produced $12,000 
during the year and was continued. 

During the session of the Legislature of 1844-45 an i i act 
to provide for the procuring a suitable site for the erec- 
tion of a state lunatic asylum" was passed and approved 
January 13, 1845. Section 1 of said act reads as follows : 
"Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Indiana, That John Evans, Livingston Dunlap and James 
Blake be, and they are hereby appointed a board of com- 
missioners to select and purchase such a tract of land, not 
exceeding two hundred acres in quantity, as may be most 
suitable in regard to health and convenience for the loca- 
tion of a state lunatic asylum." 

On August 28, 1845, at a meeting of the commissioners, 
it was decided that the farm belonging to N. Bolton, lying 
two miles west of Indianapolis on the macadamized National 
road, possessed more advantages for a site for a hospital 
for the insane than any other that could be obtained; and 
it was unanimously agreed that the same be purchased at 
the rate of thirty-three dollars and twelve and one-half 
cents per acre. The property consisted of one hundred and 
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sixty acres and passed to thfe State of Indiana on August 
29, 1845. The General Assembly of 1846 appropriated 
$15,000 for x the erection of buildings, and the hospital 
records show that the first five patients were admitted on 
November 21, 1848. The General Assembly of 1875 pro- 
vided for additional buildings, which were completed and 
ready for occupancy in June, 1884. 

Since this time the State has added a number of new 
buildings. 

The patients in the institution are cared for in the two 
main buildings, viz. : the department for men and the de- 
partment for women, The men's department is built on 
what is known as the straight block system, and the women 's 
department is constructed on the Kirkbridge plan. All of 
the mechanical departments are in separate buildings. The 
buildings are heated from a central plant in accordance 
with legislative enactment.

This institution receives patients from sixteen counties 
comprising the Eastern District for the Insane. The hos 
pital is constructed upon the cottage plan and was first 
opened for the admission of insane persons August 1, 1890, 
with a capacity of 400 beds. It then consisted of twelve 
cottages for patients, an administration building, a small 
service building, a boiler house, a laundry and the farm 
buildings. 

Succeeding legislatures have provided appropriations 
for additional cottages and numerous improvements.

This institution comprises 1,245 acres of land about two 
miles north of New Castle, Henry County. 

The village was created by an act of the General As- 
sembly, approved March 6, 1905, which provided for the 
purchase of not less than 1,000 acres of land for a site for 
the village. The act further provided for the appointment 
of a board of trustees after the land had been purchased, 
outlined the order and method of commitment of patients, 
the method of transfer of patients from other state institu- 
tions, and appropriated $150,000 for the purchase of land 
and the erection of buildings. 

The board of trustees was appointed March 17, 1906, 
and the first buildings were ready for occupancy August 19, 
1907. 

The purpose of the institution is declared to be the 
scientific treatment, education, employment and custody of 
epileptic residents of Indiana. The act provides that all 
epileptic persons who have a legal settlement in the State 
shall be considered admissible as inmates of the institu- 
tion. No age limits were established by the act creating 
the institution, and none have been fixed by the board of 
trustees. All patients are males; no buildings have been 
erected for females.

It is the opinion of the committee that the State should 
not longer delay making provision for the custodial care of 
female epileptics, a large number of whom are now either 
inmates of county infirmaries, or the subjects of charity. 
Many of them are feeble-minded and the interests of the 
State require that £his class of defectives should be under 
custodial care. 

Heretofore, provision has been made for male patients 
only, it being the idea that this class of inmates were more 
necessary for the development and operation of the farm. 
It is our judgment that with the completion of the build- 
ings above recommended, the capacity for male patients 
at the village will be sufficient to operate the farm and 
accommodate the majority of the most urgent applications 
for admission of male patients. 

Attention is called to the fact that the heating plant,

We regret that we cannot give our approval to the re- 
quest for an appropriation with which to erect additional 
cottages at this hospital. The location of the institution 
is such that its accessibility is inconvenient and difficult. 
Its railway facilities are limited. Only a small portion of 
the farm has a fertile soil ; no market for the purchase of 
supplies is convenient, and there are no provisions for the 
accommodation of friends and relatives who wish to visit 
patients. 

It is estimated that there are from 15,000 to 20,000 per- 
sons in Indiana afflicted with tuberculosis. To provide hos- 
pital facilities for any considerable per cent, of such per- 
sons would require such an expenditure of funds and repre- 
sent an undertaking of such magnitude that it would seem 
that some more practical plan of combating this dread 
disease should be devised. We are * of the opinion that

The insistence with which the request for an appropria- 
tion for the purchase of a farm for this institution has been 
urged, has caused this committee to carefully weigh the 
proposition. While recognizing that some employment 
must be provided soon for a number of prisoners now 
engaged on contract work, we are not convinced that the 
farm idea is the best solution of this question, or that it 
will work all the wonders that its sponsors claim for it. 

The Indiana Reformatory is located in the city of Jef- 
fersonville. To secure lands of sufficient area, fertility of 
soil and natural resources to give steady employment to 
two or three hundred able-bodied young men, within a 
reasonable price, will necessitate its location at a distance 
of some miles from the Eeformatory, and the question of 
housing, heating and sanitation will arise, and call for the 
expenditure of further large sums of money. The Legis- 
lature should bear in mind that the State is at the present 
time maintaining two correctional institutions for females, 
and three for males, while a fourth — the State Farm — is 
in process of construction. We feel that the merits of the 
farm system should be demonstrated at the State Farm 
before the taxpayers of the State are burdened with an- 
other penal institution. 

The idea has occurred to us that some arrangement 
might be made by which the service of a number of inmates 
of the Reformatory could be utilized at the State Forest 
Reservation, and in construction work at other state insti- 
tutions. 
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We further desire to call attention to the fact that a 
largo number of prisoners cannot be steadily employed on 
farm work throughout the entire year. 

We would recommend that the law be so amended that 
a portion of the state printing, including reports of state 
officials, and state institutions, may be done by the Reform- 
atory.

Willis Hickam, Spencer, and William H. Hart, Indian- 
apolis. 

The appropriation of $60,000 for the purchase of land 
was all expended by this commission in the purchase of 
1,605 acres of land near Putnamville, Indiana. 

The members of the commission served without com- 
pensation. The expenses incident to the selection of a 
site, amounting to $959.40, included traveling expenses of 
the members, office work, postage and the like, and the 
services of an abstractor in the preparation of deeds and 
descriptions, and were paid from an appropriation of 
$20,000 provided by the organic act for construction and 
other general expenses. 

The State Farm will be a correctional institution for 
male violators of the law for such petty offenses as they 
would otherwise be committed to the various jails and 
workhouses of the State. The institution has not yet been 
opened. When completed its capacity will be sufficient for 
about eight hundred prisoners. 

The organic act provided for three funds, as follows :

Construction, equipment and development $20,000 

Farm equipment * 10,000 

No expenditures were made from any of these funds 
prior to September 30, 1914.

This institution was created by an act of the Legislature 
of 1859, which provided for the erection of a state prison 
north of the National Road. Michigan City was selected 
as the location, and a site of one hundred acrfes was pur- 
chased at $45 per acre. The buildings were commenced in 
1861 and completed in about two years. The brick enter- 
ing into the construction of the buildings were obtained 
from the land, and the prisoners were employed to do the 
work. 

Male persons convicted of treason, or murder in the first 
6r second degree, and all male persons over thirty years of 
age convicted of any felony, are incarcerated in this insti- 
tution. 

The law directs that a certain per cent, of the prison 
population may be contracted. The board of trustees has 
full control of the labor of the convicts, but the law provides 
that the number of convicts employed in any single trade 
shall not exceed one hundred, except such trade or industry 
is in actual operation in the State of Indiana. No con- 
tracts for the labor of convicts can be made for a longer 
period than up to October 1, 1920.

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GENERAL CONCLUSIONS. 

Careful consideration of the reports submitted to us, 
and a study of the present system of making and expend- 
ing appropriations, impels this committee to recommend 
that in the future the reports of state institutions to the 
Legislative Visiting Committee show a classification of the 
officers and employes, and that the appropriations for the 
payment of salaries of such officers and employes be made 
as separate items, according to classification and number, 
in the regular appropriation bill, and that sucji salaries 
be not included in the item of ' ' Maintenance ' ', as has been 
the custom in the past. We believe that such change would 
prove a check on the growing tendency to increase salaries, 
so evident in a number of our institutions. 

We would further recommend that all grants of money 
from the state treasury, including statutory appropriations, 
salaries and allowances fixed by statute, and all special 
claims, be included in either the regular or the specific 
appropriation bill. It seems that this would be a more 
definite, concrete and business-like method of handling the 
financial affairs of the State, than to have a number of 
bills relating to various matters, each making a dip into 
the state treasury, and would be a step toward the budget 
system of making appropriations. 

It has been brought to the attention of the committee 
that there is no uniform standard in the character and 
quality of the supplies used in the several state institutions. 

The board of trustees and superintendent of each sep- 
arate institution determine the nature and quality and pur- 
chase the supplies for their respective institutions. For 
example, one will furnish its inmates with a high-grade 
coffee, costing $22 per hundred ; another with coffee of a 
lower grade, ranging in price from $9.75 to $18 per hun- 
dred ; and others with an inexpensive cereal coffee, costing 
not more than $2 per hundred. One board of trustees pur- 
chases prime whole beeves at $12.90 per hundred; another 
fore quarters only, at $11 per hundred. One provides a

high-grade butterine at 221/2 cents per pound; another 
a less expensive grade, costing from 9 7/8 cents to 16 cents 
per pound. One buys whole grain rice at 6 3/4 cents per 
pound ; another cracked or broken rice at 2 9/10 cents per 
pound. Prices of various other food supplies show a cor- 
responding range of prices. 

We cannot satisfy ourselves that the wards of the State 
are entitled to a higher grade or better quality of food or 
more luxury, different treatment or better care, in one 
institution than are the inmates of another institution of 
like character. Yet under our present system, with each 
institution entirely independent of the others, with separate 
boards of trustees, and no general supervision, these in- 
equalities are natural and unavoidable. 

The suggestion has been made that a standardizatioi 
of maintenance and uniformity and economy of administra- 
tion would result by the establishment of either a central 
board of control or of a general purchasing agency for all 
of our benevolent and penal institutions. While this idea 
has been adopted with modifications in several States and 
has met with a certain measure of success in some instances, 
it does not receive the approval of those in charge of our 
institutions, the claim being made that it would destroy 
the ' ' individuality ' ' of the institution, and result in more 
inconvenient, cumbersome and expensive administration 
of the affairs thereof. The merits of such claim can best 
be judged in the light of experience. 

Notwithstanding these objections as urged by the vari- 
ous superintendents, we believe the proposition either of 
a central board of control for all benevolent and penal insti- 
tutions, or of a general purchasing agency for the institu- 
tions as now organized, is worthy of, and should receive the 
thoughtful consideration of the chief executive and the Leg- 
islature of the State. 

In making the recommendations submitted relative to 
the benevolent and penal institutions of the State, the com- 
mittee has constantly borne in mind the interests, not only 
of the unfortunate wards of the State, but also those upon 
whom fall the burden cf taxation. We have felt that the 
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high standard of efficiency maintained in caring for the 
State's dependents should not be impaired by a parsimoni- 
ous policy, nor on the contrary, that the revenues of the 
State should be wasted by lavish and extravagant expend- 
itures. We have endeavored to keep our recommenda- 
tions for appropriations within the anticipated revenues 
for the next two fiscal years, the recommendations for spe- 
cific appropriations being made in such instances as, in 
our judgment, would result in greatest public good, and 
where the need, comparatively, was most pressing. 

In consideration of the present condition of the State 9 s 
finances, the committee has deemed it unwise to recom- 
mend at this time a number of appropriations requested, 
which we would have felt justified in approving if there had 
existed a sufficient surplus in the state treasury. 

It is our opinion that the State should not undertake the 
extension of our present institutions or the building of 
additional institutions (except in case of unusual public 
emergency), without assurance that the treasury of the 
State will contain a surplus ample to meet such expenditure. 

Failure of the committee to recommend appropriations 
requested must not be construed as a reflection on the 
merits of such requests. Practically all improvements rec- 
ommended by the various institutions would, to a greater 
or less extent, add to their efficiency. But it is our opinion 
that by a wise, prudent and economical administration, the 
present standard of excellence in these institutions may be 
maintained during the next two years within the appropria- 
tions recommended by this committee. 

The ever increasing number of the State's wards, the 
growing magnitude of our benevolent and correctional insti- 
tutions, the constantly increasing demand for improved 
methods in treating and caring for our defectives, the 
broadening scope of charitable activities, all on the one 
hand, and the perplexing problems of taxation on the other 
hand, present a most serious issue for executive and legis- 
lative consideration. 

The rate of increase of mental defectives in our State 
in recent years is said to be double the rate of increase of 
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our population. A new insane hospital with a capacity of 
l,00O patients was completed five years ago. The capacities 
of some other hospitals have been increased, yet at the 
pre s exit time several of these institutions are crowded to 
the limit. The School for Feeble-Minded, at Fort Wayne, 
has a. capacity sufficient to care for about one-fourth of the 
f eelole-rninded persons in the State. In the county infirm- 
aries are a large number of weak-minded epileptics, and 
many of this class are dependent upon charity. 

Xt is suggested that the interests of the taxpayers and 
tlie future welfare of the State demand that a practical and 
scientific study should be made of these important and 
difficult questions, and some solution presented that will 
clieck the extraordinary increase of these classes of depend- 
ents, and relieve the State from the obligation of building 
additional institutions for their care in the future. 

The committee has appreciated the generous assistance 
and hearty co-operation rendered by the various state offi- 
cials and the superintendents and trustees of institutions, 
in making its investigations.
